(2)  Laboratory  Facilities  - 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  services  in  Manchester ,  are  provided 
free  of  charge  to  the  Horthwich  Rural  District  Council  and  proved 
adequate  during  the  year.  This  service  co-operates  in  the  transport 
of  the  samples  from  this  area.  Details  of  the  samples  and  specimens 
are  given  later  in  the  report. 

(3)  Environmental  Services  - 

Details  of  the  other  Services *  e.g.  Sanitary *  Housing  Inspections * 
and  Food  Examinations *  etc.  provided  by  the  Council  are  recorded  later 
in  this  report. 

(B)  Hospital  Services 
(i)  Infectious  Diseases 

Admissions  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  now  spread  over 
the  following  hospitals  ? 

Warrington  Isolation  Hospital 
Monsall  Fever  Hospital 
Crewe  Isolation  Hospital 
Macclesfield  Hospital 

To  which  hospitals  our  cases  go  depends  largely  upon  the  preference 
of  the  patient’s  own  doctor.,  and  of  course*  on  the  availability  of 
hospital  beds. 

(ii)  General  Hospital  Services 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Joint  Mid-Cheshire  Committee 
comprising  representatives  of  all  four  Mid-Cheshire  Authorities  and 
interested  local  medical  practitioners  was  formed.  The  object  being  to 
expedite*  as  far  as  possible*  the  provision  of  a  general  hospital  to  serve 
the  Mid-Cheshire  area,  thereby  reducing  the  many  inconveniences  experienced 
by  those  patients  and  relatives  when  hospital  accommodation  is  to  be  sought 
as  far  awa y  as  Chester*  Liverpool*  Warrington*  Manchester  and  Crewe. 

At  the  time  of  writing  (May*  1958)  it  appears  that  the  Manchester  Regional 
Hospital  Board  fully  appreciates  the  urgent  need  of  this  area  and  will 
help  as  far  as  is  within  their  power. 

(C)  Provided  by  the  County  Council 

The  Cheshire  County  Council  have  officers  discharging  duties  in 
the  Northwich  Rural  area  under  the  following  Services  s- 

School  Medical*  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  including  Milk  Food 
Sales*  Tuberculosis,  School  Dental*  Health  Visiting*  Weights  and  Measures 
Inspection*  Specialist  Services*  e.g.  Orthopaedic*  Ophthalmic*  Paediatric, 
Home  and  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Services*  Speech  Therapy*  Residential  and 
Temporary  Accommodation*  under  the  County  Welfare  Services  etc.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

The  scheme ?  commenced  during  May?  1956?  was  extended  and  in  spite 
of  some  delay  due  to  shortage  of  vaccine 9  good  progress  was  made. 

The  enthusiasm  shown  by  local  parents  to  have  their  children  protected 
was  particularly  keen.  Given  regular  vaccine  supplies  it  is  expected 
that  quite  a  high  percentage  of  children  in  the  appropriate  age  groups 
will  have  completed  their  course  of  protection  by  late  1958* 

By  the  end  of  the  year  1957?  approximately  1 9 779  Rural  children  had 
completed  their  treatment. 

(b)  Sitting  Case  Car  and  Ambulance  Service 

The  service  in  the  area  continued  to  deal  with  patients  expeditiously 
and  without  serious  complaint. 

( c)  Prevention  of  Illness  -  Care  and  After  Care. 

Nursing  requisites  and  after-care  equipment  were  loaned  for  the 
use  of  the  sick  and  needy  in  a  number  of  homes  during  the  year.

(d)  Domestic  Help  Service 


This  service  continues  to  expand  year  "by  year  and  is  undoubtedly 
one  of  the  best  means  whereby  the  older  people  can  remain  longer  in 
their  own  home  surroundings*  Institutional  accommodation  however 
excellent 9  is  for  most  elderly  people  but  a  poor  substitute  for  their 
own  homes. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948- 

Arrangements  were  completed  under  section  ^0  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act*  1948 9  for  the  burial  of  one  person ,  whose  death  took 
place  at  Hefferston  Grange  Hospital,  Weaverham.  Tho  expenditure  incurred 
was  eventually  recovered  from  the  Hospital  Board.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  year  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board  carried 
out  several  short  main  extensions  to  supply  new  housing  development. 

WATER  SAMPLES 

The  Water  Board  has  submitted  to  me  for  information,  129  copies 
of  the  Analyst’s  Reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  in  the  Northwich 
Rural  District,  all  of  which  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory. 

In  addition,  the  Public  Health  Department  has  taken  42  samples 
of  water  and  submitted  them  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination.  38  of  these  samples  proved  to  be 
satisfactory  and  4  unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  reports  were

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

16  Samples  of  sewage  effluent  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the  Analyst  for  chemical 
examination. 

4  of  these  samples  taken  at  Weaverham  Sewa ge  Works  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory  other  than  the  fact  that  they  contained 
too  much  suspended  solids. 

4  were  taken  at  Wincham  during  the  preparation  of  a  report  re  the 
proposed  Sewerage  Scheme.  The  resulting  effluent  was  reported 
fit  to  enter  brook. 

2  were  taken  at  a  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  Council fs  area 
and  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  This  potential  nuisance 
has  since  been  remedied  by  the  construction  of  a  private 
installation. 

5  were  taken  in  the  Hodge  Lane,  Hartford  area  in  connection  with 
investigations  re  pollution  of  a  water  course  and  were  found 
to  be  unsatisfactory. 

1  was  taken  at  Kelsall  during  the  preparation  of  a  report  in 
respect  of  proposed  Sewerage  Scheme  at  Delamere,  the  resulting 
effluent  being  found  fit  to  enter  the  brook. 

In  addition  to  these ,  6  samples  and  2  swabs  of  effluents 
discharging  to  Wincham  Brook  from  Wincham ,  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  These 
were  taken  during  the  preparation  of  a  report  in  respect  of  the  proposed 
Wincham  Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  following  statement ,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.B. 
Birtwistle,  the  Engineer  &  Surveyor  of  the  Council,  sets  out  in  some 
detail  the  main  drainage  schemes  of  the  Council  during  1957* 

nDelamere  Area  -  During  the  course  of  the  year  further  properties  were 
connected  to  the  new  sewerage  scheme  in  the  Station  Road  and  Chester  Road 
area  of  Delamere  and  Oakmere. 

Barnton  -  The  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Riverside  were  completed 
during  the  year  and  this  has  provided  the  village  area  of  Barnton  with 
a  modern  and  up-to-date  system  of  disposal  of  sewage. 

Weaverham  -  Approval  was  received  from  the  Ministry  to  extensions 
at  the  Weaverham  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  providing  additional  sludge 
drying  bed  accommodation  and  a  heated  sludge  digestion  unit.  By  the 
end  of  the  year  a  contract  had  been  set  and  constructional  works  started. 
It  is  expected  that  the  works  will  be  completed  during  the  first  half  of 

1958. 
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Wincham  -  The  Council’s  proposals  for  providing  a  new  sewerage 
system  and  Sewage  Disposal  works  for  the  Higher  Wincham  area  were  the 
subject  of  a  Ministry  Inquiry*  which  after  considerable  pressure  from 
the  Council  was  approved*  and  authority  given  for  tenders  to  be  invited.. 
The  work  of  design  and  detail  of  the  proposals  proceeded  with  a  view  to 
tenders  being  invited  early  in  1958* 

Comberbach  -  As  staff  became  available  some  work  was  done  in 
connection  with  the  Council’s  proposals  to  provide  for  a  new  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  parish  of  Comberbach* 

Acton  -  Further  work  was  done  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  parish  of  Acton*  and  this  was 
submitted  to  the  Cheshire  County  Council  for  their  consideration. 

Allostock  -  The  Council's  proposals  for  providing  main  drainage  to 
properties  in  Harrison  Drive  and  Newplatt  Lane*  Allostock*  were  finalised 
and  negotiations  commenced  in  connection  with  the  small  site  required 
for  the  Pumping  Station.  It  is  expected  that  this  scheme  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  early  in  1958. 

Anderton  -  The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  held 
an  Inquiry  into  the  Council’s  proposals  to  provide  new  sewerage 
system  to  deal  with  the  Parish  of  Anderton.  The  proposals  provide 
for  the  discharge  of  the  sewage  to  the  Barnton  sewerage  scheme*  and 
treatment  will  be  at  the  new  Riverside  Works.  After  considerable 

pressure  from  the  Council  and  support  of  the  County  Council  the  Ministry 
authorised  tenders  to  be  invited  for  this  scheme.  It  is  expected 
that  tenders  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  their  consideration 
early  in  1958* 

Lach  Dennis  -  A  scheme  to  provide  main  sewerage  for  the  hamlet  of 
Lach  Dennis  was  investigated  during  the  course  of  the  year  and  draft 
proposals  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  County  Council  for  their 
observations. 

Little  Leigh  -  A  scheme  to  provide  main  drainage  to  the  Church 
area  of  Little  Leigh  'was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  County  Council 
for  their  observations.  The  Council  also  prepared  a  scheme  for 
improvement  of  the  drainage  disposal  arrangements  for  the  small  group 
of  houses  known  as  "New  Houses” *  Runcorn  Road. 

Little  Budworth  -  Preliminary  investigations  were  started  with 
a  view  to  locating  a  site  at  Little  Budworth  where  a  new  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  can  be  constructed  to  serve  the  village  area. !i 

General 

The  Council’s  housing  development  has  slowed  down  considerably 
but  in  connection  with  the  small  number  of  houses  erected  in  various 
parishes  additional  short  lengths  of  foul  sewers  and  surface  water  drains 
have  been  laid. 
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Private  building  in  the  various  parishes  has  caused  increased 
flow  to  the  various  Sewage  Disposal  Works?  and  the  Council  have  given 
consideration  to  the  affect  that  this  is  having  on  the  various  works. 
It  is  proposed ?  as  the  schemes  at  present  under  preparation  are 
finalised?  to  give  attention  to  the  extension  of  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  at  Hartford?  Rudheath  and  Weaverham. 

Under  the  following  headings?  Mr.  J.S.  Carrie?  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector?  reports  as  follows  - 

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 

During  the  year?  4  conversions  have  been  carried  out  under  the 
Scheme  and  the  appropriate  grants  paid.  By  resolution  the  Council 
increased  the  grant  payable  to  5 0%  of  the  approved  costs  involved. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES 

The  Council  operates  a  direct  labour  service  throughout  this 
area?  the  collection  cycle  being  fortnightly  for  refuse  and  weekly 
for  nightsoil.

During  the  year?  3*807  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  and  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping?  using  six  tips  for  this  purpose.  It  is 

becoming  increasingly  difficult  in  certain  areas  of  the  district  to 
obtain  adequate  tipping  facilities?  and  it  is  felt  that  this  matter 
should  be  given  urgent  consideration. 

466  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  were  pumped  and  cleansed  and  a  weekly 
nightsoil  service  carried  out  in  all  parishes  by  the  Cesspool  Emptying 
vehicles. 

The  Council  now  operates  a  vehicle  maintenance  section  under  the 
Transport  Department. 

During  the  year  all  vehicles  have  received  periodic  servicing  by  the 
Mechanic  and  no  major  breakdowns  occurred  on  the  road.  A  number  of 
repairs  were  also  carried  out  to  the  Council’s  grass  cutting  machines 
and  sewage  works  pumping  engines. 
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The  fitting  of  a  new  body  to  one  of  the  Refuse  Freighters ,  and 
reconditioned  engines  to  two  of  the  lorries  were  the  major  items  of 
repair  carried  out.  An  increase  in  the  major  items  of  repair  can  be 
expected  during  the  coming  year  due  to  the  ageing  of  the  Council’s 
vehicles.

The  Council  employed  one  wholetime  Rodent  Operator  and  he  has 
carried  out  893  operational  visits  in  the  treatment  of  402  premises. 

With  the  aid  of  one  of  the  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspectors 
he  has,  in  addition,  treated  all  the  Council's  sewage  works  and 
sewers  involving  the  baiting  of  490  manholes.

to  give  a  cleansing  service  after  each  event.

the  Ministry  issued  draft  regulations  which 

are  to  be  known  as  the  "Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
(Amendment)  Regulations"  and  the  "Slaughterhouse  (Hygienic  Construction) 
Regulations".  The  Department  brought  to  the  notice  of  all  operators 
of  slaughterhouses  within  the  area  these  proposed  regulations  and 
advised  them  to  obtain  copies.  The  Enabling  Legislation  authorising 

these  regulations  is  still  to  be  passed. 

DISPOSAL  OP  CONDEMNED  MEAT 

A  close  supervision  has  been  kept  by  the  Department  on  the 
disposal  of  condemned  meat  from  all  slaughterhouses  operating  within 
the  area. 

SLAUGHTER  OP  ANIMALS  ACT 

47  suspected  cases  of  Anthrax  were  reported  under  this  Act9  two 
of  which  were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  In  both 

cases  the  appropriate  action  was  taken. 

Notification  was  received  from  the  Ministry  that  animals  at  a 
slaughterhouse  situate  in  the  area  had  been  in  contact  with  confirmed 
cases  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease.  Instructions  were  given  that  all 
animals  on  the  premises  were  to  be  slaughtered  and  after  inspection 
the  carcases  disposed  of  through  the  normal  trade  channels.  This 
action  was  carried  out  and  the  whole  premises  disinfected. 

DISEASES  OP  ANIMALS  (WASTE  POODS)  ORDER,  1957 

Notification  was  received,  from  the  County  Council  of  8  sterilisation 
plants  registered  by  them  under  the  above  Order.  These  have  received 

regular  supervision  from  the  Public  Health  Department.

The  high  incidence  of  measles  occurred  in  the  parishes  of 
Barnton,  Lostock,  Sandiway  and  Weaverham,  and  fitted  in  with  the 
2  year  periodicity  expected  of  this  disease. 

The  two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  proved  to  be  "paralytic".  Neither 
case  had  received  any  form  of  protective  inoculations  previously* 

Copies  of  reports  on  all  pathological  specimens  submitted  by  the 
local  Doctors  to  the  Manchester  Public  Health  Laboratory  are  received 
by  me*  These  are  of  great  value  in  that  immediate  preventive 
measures  can  be  put  in  hand  by  the  Public  Health  Department  where  needed* 

Two  cases  of  an  unusual  form  of  intestinal  infection  occurred  in 
the  Tarporley  area  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  infecting  organism 
was  stated  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  to  be  "Salmonella  cholerae 
suis  var.  Armerican".  Both  cases  occurred  in  infants  of  the  same 
family  and  though  it  is  by  no  means  certain  it  seems  likely  that  their 
father,  who  at  the  time  was  engaged  in  building  work  at  a  large  piggery 
in  an  adjoining  district,  may  have  become  infected,  later  became  a 
eymptomless  carrier  and  then  transmitted  the  infection  to  his  children. 
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(2).  TUBERCULOSIS

B.C.G.  PROTECTION  AGAINST  TUBERCULOSIS 

In  addition  to  the  B.C.G.  protection  against  tuberculosis  as 
carried  out  at  the  local  Chest  Clinic  on  actual  contacts  to  cases  of 
tuberculosis  and  the  vaccination  of  new-born  babies  at  the  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital 9  Manchester ,  the  parents  of  school  children  of  the  12-13 
years  age  group  in  the  area  are  still  being  offered  this  new  form  of 
protective  treatment.  The  response  to  date  on  the  part  of  the  parents 
to  take  advantage  of  this  treatment  for  their  children  has  been  good*
